Kaiser Would Disrupt the 
German Empire. 

Evidence multiplies that long be- 
fore the war the Kaiser was consid- 
ered by those on the—inside as not 
much better than a madman or fool. 
Sir/Valentine Chirol, in am’ article 
in the London Times, relates an ex- 
perience whitch the late Lord Salis- 
bury had with him as long ago as 
1895. Sir Valentine relates that the 
German Foreign Office showed him 
in Berlin the Kaiser’s report of an 
interview which he had with Lord 
Salisbury in 1895. In it he described 
scntiments to the British Prime 
Minister which seemed incredible, 
When the matter was’ brought to 
attention he remarked 
thaf it would be hereafter desirabie 
to have a third person pr¢sent when 
he conversed with the Kaiser, so 
that the latter might not put into 
his interlocutor’s mouth “proposals 
which emanated from himself.” 

Sir Valentine also reports that 
Baron* Holstein, a leading German 
diplomat, said to him in 1908 apropos 
of some of the Emperor’s diplomatic 
performances: “This miserable Em- 
peror of ours will either end in a 

adhouse or destroy our Gérman 
Empire.” : 

The amazing thing is that with 
this ayes by leading Germans 
of the levity and recklessness of the 
Kaiser he v&is allowed to steer Ger- 
many upon ‘the rocks. The only 
rational explanation is, that while 
they knew him to be a luhatic they 
xhared his hallucinations as to the 
power of Germany to conquer the 
world.

Boats That Push Themselves 


Can Travel Sideways As Well As 
Forward. 


Boats that push themselves along 
and_that can be steered without rud- 
ders, will soon be scen on our rivers 
and canals. The barges fitted with 
this new invention travel by means of 
water which they first pump up, and 
then force back again into the stream 
with sufficient power to drive the 
barge forward. The manner in which 
the water propels the barges can be 
regulated; and by exerting a greater 
pressure on one side or the other the 
direction in which the barge'is mov- 
ing may be altered at will and so the 
need for a rudder is done away with. 
Another advantage of this method of
